U S. Keeps Watch on Cuba 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - Swift­

It is a year to the day since 
the Cuban missile crisis pulsat­

The buildup is also global. 
In he fall of 1962 the Air 
Force had about 180 liquid-fuel

Now 13 are 
in commission. 


The Soviet Union and Cuba 
face a much stronger and more 
alert United States than they did 
on 
the night of Oct. 22, 1962 
when 
President 
Kennedy 
de 
dared to the nation: “ I have 
directed the armed forces 
to 
prepare for any eventuality.” 
Through the summer of 1962 


the United States was aware of 
a military buildup in Commu­ 
nist Cuba, but its 
proportions 
and offensive nature came as a 
surprise. 
Today, Soviet military forces 
on the island number something 
over 7,000—about one-third last 
fall's 
top strength—and “ those 
remaining are largely engaged 
in training and advising Cuban 
units,” according to the Penta 
gon. 
Still in Cuba is a formidable 
array of up-to-date Soviet-sup- 
pliec. tanks, artillery, battlefield 
rockets, M IG fighters, missile- 
equipped patrol boats and anti 
aircraft missiles. 


The latest intelligence infor­ 
mation indicates there has been 
no Soviet effort to reintroduce 
offensive missiles' or bombers 
The Pentagon says the old mis 
sile base “ are still in a state 
of disrepair.” There is no rea­ 
son to believe, it is indicated,

Research Soars 


Research and development has be­ 
come not only a vital lifeline sustaining 
industrial expansion, but it is also one 
of the l a r g e s t single items in the 
national budget. R and D as an indus­ 
trial necessity is generally recognized, 
but some critics are beginning to ask 
questions about the governm ent's in­ 
creasing role in this field. 
Few answers are available to ques­ 
tions like. what is tile governm ent re­ 
ceiving in return for its expected $15 
billion research and development ex­ 
penditure this year? With the govern­ 
m en t accounting for two-thirds of the 
total research and development budget 
in ihe United States, what effect does 
fV>is have on industrial R and D needs 
and the inadequate m anpow er avail­ 
able for this specialized work? 
More answ ers will be available aft­ 
er a .special House investigation panel 
completes its one - y e a r study of the 
g o v ern m en t’s role in the 150,000 re ­ 
search projects underw ay in any given 
year. No one has doubts that the gov­ 
ern m en t effect is great. 
The question really centers on wheth­ 
er or not the concentration of rese a rc h 
projects under the auspices of the fed­ 
eral governm ent is producing the anti­ 
cipated results and utilizing the avail­ 
able facilities m ost economically. 


An indication of the scope of the 
governm ent’s R and D activity is a p ­ 
parent in the diverse wings of govern­ 
ment involved. Nearly 40 agencies of 
governm ent sponsor research, but 90 
per cent is controlled by the Defense 
Departm ent, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, the D ep a rt­ 
ment of Health Education and Wel­ 
fare. the Atomic Energy Commission, 
and tile National Science Foundation. 
Seventy-five per cent of the funds 
are channeled out of Washington into 
industrial laboratories, educational in­ 
stitutions and private research groups. 
College and u n i v e r s i t y research 
departm ents, which account for only 
about 9 per cent of all s u e h expen­ 
ditures, have watched their slice of the 
total grow from $50 million to $2 bil­ 
lion in the last 25 years. 
With nearly half of the nation’s sci­ 
entists and one-third of its engineers 
working in research, the importance of 
R and D as an allocator of highly tra in ­ 
ed m anpow er is obvious. Not so a p p a r­ 
ent is w h e t h e r this allocation is in 
the best interests of the country. 
Considering the scope of the subject, 
the House panel of nine m en charged 
with producing some of the answ ers is 
Hie next year has its work cut out for 
it.

solutely wacky. 
Here they’ve gone and hand­ 
ed the Nobel Peace 
Prize for 
1962 to Dr. Linus Carl P aul­ 
ing, tile California chemist who 
had previously 
won 
a 
Nobel 
award for his scientific attain­ 
ments. Dr. Pauling’s labors in 
the cause of peace have con­ 
sisted mainly of picketing a n d 
.signing petitions hither and yon 
calling for 
suspension 
of 
nu­ 
clear tests. The Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee has tak­ 
en a dim view of some of t h e 
company that Dr. Pauling has 
•kept in his labors in behalf of 
peace. He refused 
to 
identify 
persons who had helped h I rn 
circulate petitions 
to the UN 
calling for a cessation of nucle­ 
ar bomb tests.

Pauling’s right under the Con­ 
stitution. and I believe in t h e 
Constitution.

WASHINGTON (AP) - T h e 
Supreme Court refused today to 
rule on the question whether 
householders have a right to 
protest city taxes by stringing 
clotheslines filled with tattered 
clothing in the front and s i d e 
yards of their property. 
Dr. and Mrs. Webster Stover 
used that method of making a 
“ peaceful protest” at their one- 
family house in a residential 
section of Rye, N.Y. A city or­ 
dinance bans 
signs, 
bulletins, 
billboards and such means of 
publicizing their grievance. 
After being denied various re ­ 
quests for tax relief, the Stovers 
in 1956 hung out the first line, 
filled with old clothes and rags. 
Each 
year for the next five 
years, upon further denials of 
tax relief, they added another 
clothesline. 
In 1961 the city passed an or­ 
dinance banning clotheslines on 
front and side yards, but Stover 
did not remove his lines. He 
paid one $25 fine and on a sec­ 
ond conviction was sentenced to 
$100 fine or 30 days in jail.

Buddhist Raids 


Get No U.S. Aid 


W ASHINGTON 
(A P ) — The 
United States is cutting off as­ 
sistance to the>outh Vietnamese 
special force troops that led gov­ 
ernment raids against Buddhist 
pagodas. 
They will get no more U.S. 
help until they are assigned to 
field duty 
against Communist 
guerrillas. 
The action, announced Mon­ 
day by the State Department, is 
a direct challenge to Ngo Dinh 
Nhu. brother of South Viet Nam 
President Ngo Dinh Diem and 
reportedly the behind-the-scenes 
ruler in Saigon. 
It is also, State Department 
officials said, in line with Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s announced pol- 
icy—the United States will sup­ 
port what helps the war effort 
and will not support what does 
not. 
The troops are an elite a i r- 
borne corps 
numbering 
about 
8.000. Beside military assistance 
they have been receiving about 
$300,000 a month from the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency for 
special antiguerrilla warfare.

Quang 
Tung, a devoted supporter of 
Nhu, about 4,000 of them were 
placed on special duty in August. 
In this role they led the govern­ 
ment raids against Buddhist pa­ 
godas.

Buddhist Raids 


Get No U.S. Aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States is cutting off as­ 
sistance to the^outh Vietnamese 
special force troops that led gov­ 
ernment raids against Buddhist 
pagodas. 
They will get no more U.S. 
help until they are assigned to 
field duty against Communist 
guerrillas. 
The action, announced Mon­ 
day by the State Department, is 
a direct challenge to Ngo Dinh 
Nhu, brother of South Viet Nam 
President Ngo Dinh Diem and 
reportedly the behind-the-scenes 
ruler in Saigon. 
It is also. State Department 
officials said, in line with Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s announced pol­ 
icy—the United States will sup­ 
port what helps the war effort 
and will not support what does 
not. 
The troops are an elite a i r- 
borne corps 
numbering 
about 
8,000. Beside military assistance 
they have been receiving about 
$300,000 a month from the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency for 
special antiguerrilla warfare.

Quang 
Tung, a devoted supporter of 
Nhu, about 4,000 of them were 
placed on special duty in August. 
In this role they led the govern­ 
ment raids against Buddhist pa­ 
godas. An estimated 2.000 or

a palace guard to protect Nhu 
from domestic opposition.

The 306-foot decommissioned 
♦ vessel had drifted south in the 
Atlantic about 70 miles since 
breaking loose from hoi tow Sat­ 
urday night. 
The Coast Guard cutter C as­ 
co reached her Monday night 
atter the Fogg was spotted by 
a Navy hurricane-hunte-' plane. 
The Casco, a 311-foot patrol 
gunboat, was joined by the cut­ 
ter Chilula in standing watch 
within 1,000 yards of Ie Fogg, 
reported about IOO miles cast of 
Cape F ear, N.C. 
Shortly 
after daybreak 
the 
(’oast Guard 
said the Chilula 
had 
reported that seas were 
m oderating, but there was no 
indication when or if the 205- 
foot ocean-going tug would a t­ 
tem pt to get a line to the Fogg.
